TREATY IS HANDED 
TO THE GERMANS

(By Associated Press) 

Versailles. May 7 — Germany today 
was told the* terms upon which the al- 
lied and associated po>wers' would 
makt? peace with her. 

Tae teiins are contained in the 
treaty of some 80,000 words in length 
which was handed to the German 
plenipotentiaries at a memorable as- 
semblage here» attended by delegates 
of 27 nations which aie paities to the 
peace pact. 

The notable doenment en ma the 
leading statesmen of tiie-wtioas nsr 
tions have been working together 
with a swann of experts from the 
principal countries involved since the 
convening of the peace conference, 
Januarj- 8th, it introduced by an ex- 
tensive" preamble, embodjnng the as- 
sertion of the authority upon which 
the treaty is based. 

Immediately following the first 
chapter is the text of the League of 
Nations, the text of which has al 
readv been printed. ■ , 

Of the fourteen principal sections, 
one contains stipalraflBa with vegaid 
to frontiers wbicb materially changes 
the map of Ennipe. 

Military, naval and air- tnms are 
dealt with in aaottier aectkn, while 
still another is devoted to tlitf subject 
of reparations. 

Political stipulations for Europe on 
the one hand and outside of it on the 
cthev, are dealt with in separate divi- 
sions of the document. , 

The treaty, it is noted, has to do 
V ith Germany alone, except insofar 
:..= it is required that she acc^t the 
agreements made by the allies with 
the other Central Powers. 

The terms of tiie treaty will spell 
the end of Germany as a military 
power. She is deprived of virtually 
all her fleet; her army is cut down to 
nominal dimensions and she is sharp 
ly restricted along lines through 
M'hich she might seek to work mili 
taryly to rehabilitate herself. 

Economically, also, thi; future of 
Germany is hedged about with stipu- 
lation? intended to insurt- her ability 
to pay the indemnity demanded by the 
aiiies. but to prevcBt hoc from ex- 
ploiting her ouMimie leB u ui c es as a 
strangling competitor of the nations 
about her wbidi she overran aiM de- 
vastated doibig Hie war.

IMPORTANT POINTS OF 
TREATY HUNS WILL SIGN 



(By Associated Press) 

Paris, May 7 — The peace treaty de- 
livered to the Germans at Versailles 
today is the longest ever drawn. It 
provides that if the Kovernments nam- 
ed ag^ree. the United States an^ Great 
Britain will immediately come \o the 
assistance of France in case of an un- 
provoked attack by Qermany. 

It does not deal with questions af- 
fecting Austria, Bulgaria, and Turkey 
except insofar as binding Germany to 
accept any agreement reached with 
those former allies. 

Germany, by the terms of the treaty, 
restores Alsace and Ijprraine to France, 
accepts intemationialisation of the 
Saar Basin temporarily; and Dansiff, 
permanently. agrees to territorial 
chances' toward Belglnm ud Denmark 
and in East Prussia, cedes most of up- 
per Silesia to Holland and renounces 
all territorial and political rights out- 
side of Burope, as to her own or lier 
allies' territory and especially to Mo- 
rocco, Egypt Slam, Liberia, and Shan- 
tung: also recognizes independence of 
German-Austria. Czecho-Slovakia and 
Poland. Her army is reduced to 100,000 
men and officers, conscription within 
her own territories is abollsbyd. 

All forts 50 kilometers east of the 
Rhine must be razed. 

AH importation, exportation and 
nearly all production of war material 
must be stopped. 

Allied occupation of parts of Ger- 
many will continue until reparation is 
made but will be reduced at the end^f 
each of the three flre-year periods, if 
Germany fuUUIa her oblisationa. 

Any violation by Germany of the 
conditions as to the sone east of the 
Rhine will be regarded as an act of 
war. 

The German navy is reduced to 24 
.ships with no submarines, and all other 
vessels, surrendered or destroyed. 

Germany is forbidden to. build forts 
'■ontrolling the Baltic, mu.^t dwiobilize 
Helgoland" and open the Kiel Canal to 
all nations and siu-render her 14 sub- 
marine cables. fflie can )iave no air 
force execpt 100 unarmed seaplanes un- 
til October 1st, to detect mines. — 

Germany accepts full resonsibilitj' 
for all damages caused to the allied 
and associated (rovernments and na- 
tionals and .itrrpps speriflrally to re- 
inibur.ae all -ivilian damages beginning 
w-ifh an initial payment of twenty bil- 
lion marks: .subsequent payments to be 
Fociired by bonds. 

Germany is to pay shipping damage 
on a ton for ton basi.s by the cession 
of a large part of her merchant • fleet 
and by new construction and to devote 
her economic resources to rebuilding: 
devastated regions. 

Germany agrees to return to the 1914 
most-favored nations tariffs without 
discrimination: to allow the allied anff 
associated nationals free transit thru 
ber territories and to accept hijrhly de- 
tailed provisions as to pre-war debts 
unfair competition, internationalization 
of roads and rivers and other economic 
and financial clanses. 

Pbe also asrrees to trial of the ex- 
Kaiser by an internatntoat high court 
for a supreme offense against interna- 
tional morality and of other of her na- 
tionals for violation of the laws an^ 
customs of war. 

Holland will be asked to extradite 
'William. Germany being responsible 
for delivering the others. 

The League of Nations which is sec- 
tion one of the treaty, is accepted by 
the allies and associated powers as op- 
erative and by Germany in principle 
but without membership^

(By Associated Press) 
Louisville, Kjr., May 7 — Difference in 
opinion between Mat Cohen, state com- 
missioner of apiculture, anA tbe Col- 
lege of Agriculture. Univer^Qr of Ken- 
tucky, concemingr tobacco Nonaction 
liave been published In a university 
bulletin. 

OroWers face disaster if the 1918 
production of 4S1;T.000,M0 pounds is 
exceeded, the commissioner declared 
at a meeting of loose leaf warehouse- 
men. 

Europes immediate needs are 600,000- 
000 available for export, the Univer- 
sity bulletin asserts, adding- that even 
with the probability of increased acre- 
age in North and South Carolina. 
Georgia and Kentucky the total per- 
centage of increase in the world's crop 
will not be greatly affected. 

Meanwhile tol>acco growers are re- 
ported to be planting greatly increcui- 
ed acreage in Kentucky. Those in 
the Central part of the state. Com- 
missioner Cohen declared, "are tobacco 
crazy". Re said some farmers had 
rented land at |200 an acre to grow 
tobacco. "With the cost of prodution 
'^^P,*"-**^' comp€u«d with 
S80 to tS6 a few years ago this would 
make the initial cost »350 an acre be- 
fore a furrow is turned. Growers can- 
not hope to profit with totwcco at 20 
cents a pound, which we fully ex- 
pect, and the prodactlon SOO pounds an 
acre." 

On the other hand, the tTnlversity 
bulletin expresses the belief that 
"taking Into consideration on the ab- 
normal coBdUloBS in the tobacco mar- 
it at, the outlook for next year's crop 
appears very favorable."
